From Radio Insight: 

ESPN is ending its ESPN Deportes Radio network on September 8. Some of the ESPN Deportes 
Radio programming will shift to podcast delivery including “Jorge Ramos y Su Banda” and “Raza 
Deportiva”. The company will produce 10 additional Spanish language podcasts as well. Sports 
Business Daily adds that the move will lead to layoffs for 10 full-time and 25 part-time employees as 
ESPN closes its Coral Gables FL offices. While down in affiliates from a few years ago, the 
shutdown will leave affiliates such as Lotus Broadcasting’s 1330 KWKW Los Angeles and 1460 
KENO Las Vegas, Actualidad 990AM’s 990 WMYM Miami, Entravision’s 710 KBMB Phoenix and 
1090 KMXA Denver, Multicultural’s 1680 WITM Philadelphia, and Liberman’s 1540 KZMP Dallas 
seeking new programming. ESPN owned 1050 WEPN New York will switch back to the English 
language national ESPN Radio feed.

Quiet conditions are expected 
throughout the remainder of the outlook period.

Working theory is that someone is 
rogue testing a transmitter somewhere in central/north central Florida, 
possibly a replacement or aux transmitter, using a ‘vacant’ channel while the 
licensed existing frequency/transmitter remains on air. Either that or a blatant 
pirate. No CPs exist on 1390 or adjacent channel either side in FL. There's no 
1390 in the Tallahassee market (including across the border in south GA).

There are no U.S. Spanish 
along this axis, and very likely XERKS Reynosa, Tamaulipas, 1/1 kW, with a romantica 
format. Some other 940s have left for FM, per IRCA Mexican log, such as XEYJ in Coahuila, 
but not including XEQ. [Hauser-OK]

1309.68 COLOMBIA = HJAK Voz Patria Celestial, Barranquilla JUN 6 0835 — Spanish woman Bible 
scripture monologue. Pointing north/south, presumed the one. Fair on occasional slow 
peak fade-ups. Big het on WYND DeLand, Florida, which I doubt was on night power 115 
watts. [Krueger-FL] 

1310 MEXICO unlID JUN 7 1103 - Choral Mexican national anthem loops between south and 
southwest; 1105 announcement by super-hype voice actor, probably full ID but just too 
much interference. From direction, time zone and power, most likely is XETIA Guadalajara 
(as in tapatia), but lesser stations also in Taxco, Monterrey, and Puebla if not the CP in 
Querétaro. Then it's overcome by another Spanish from east/west, must be Unitedstatesian, 
ie. KZIP. [Hauser-OK] 

1410 MEXICO XEBS Bandolera 1410, México, DF MAY 31 1026 - "Bandolera 1410" singing 
jingle, then slogan and calls, Mexi-tunes. Very good. [Krueger-FL] 

2940 COLOMBIA HJNT R.Huellas, Cali MAY 19 0605 — As previously ID'ed, carrier obviously 
there despite high storm noise level here. I am surprised that there have been so few 
reports of this second harmonic, in fact the only active Colombian (almost) short wave 
station. Where are the DX'ers elsewhere in North America, let alone Latin America? Maybe 
just as well, as attempts to QSL it might lead to its demise. [Hauser-OK]

INTERNATIONAL NEWS 
MEXICO: At midnight Sunday night June 2, 990 XECL and 1050 XED were scheduled to cease 
operations after 81 and 72 years of broadcasting respectively. The reason for the closure of the two 
Radiorama (Pergom) Mexicali AM stations is unclear. XECL and XED were the third and fourth 
stations on the air in Mexicali, going on the air in 1938 and 1947. They were not historically together 
(XECL was with XEZF and XED with XESU and XEHG), but a Radiorama cluster split essentially 
traded XECL for XEHG. This RR cluster's other AM station is 790 XESU, one half of a Combo of '94. 
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Radiorama chose to renew both XESU and XHSU-FM when the concession came up for renewal in 
2016. [Raymie Humbert, WIFDA Forum via DXLD]

Re: XHDATA Facebook Page Promotes “Supercharged” D-808 Model 

In one of the more bizarre episodes in radio modification history, a radio manufacturer has not 
only approved of a modification which tears out a stock loopstick and replaces it with a more 
effective 7.5 inch transplant, but has commended it, posting a link for the entire procedure on its 
Facebook page (along with 10 Rockwork cliff MP3 links from last summer's DX’pedition, using the 
modified D-808). Somehow I don't think that C.Crane or other manufacturers would be so 
approving of a DX’ing fanatic tearing out a stock loopstick, and totally violating the manufacturer's 
warranty by replacing it with something much more sensitive. 

You can find the article on XHDATA’s Facebook page by clicking here: the post is dated May 7, 
2019 so you will need to scroll down the page back to that date. 

In the same post XHDATA also makes note of a new warranty policy on the D-808, offering to 
pay return postage to China for defective models received within the 30 day warranty period. 
Apparently they have been reading the "Supercharging" article, which warns builders that although 
the model has no meaningful warranty, the quality control record has generally been good. On the 
other hand, the article also says that the lack of any meaningful warranty to violate was one of the 
reasons why a DX’er should seriously consider performing the transplant :-)
